Thousands of people lin- 
ed the route from the railroad Btation to 
the caatle. Jier Majesty looked the pic- 
ture ofhealth. And repeatedly bowed to 
lier cheering aubjectB. Were it neces- 
sary to furnish proof of the uttor falsity 
of the cruel and een.'^ational stories cir- 
culated in the United States by New 
York newspapers, which alleged and re- 
iterated that Ciueen Victoria had sud- 
diiily and une.\;pe(;tedly become totally 
blind, thus throwing a damper over the 
Jubilee celebrationB, it could have been 
found in the bright and cheerful 
appearance of Her Majesty on ar- 
rival here to-day. But, in addition, ii 
ijl learned that the Qneen personally has 
riead nuinerouB documents and pro- 
^ammea connected with the Jubilee 
festivities during the past, few days, and 
i^ithin the same time she' has with her 
own hand writtent frequent corrections 
and alterations, a:id it is known beyond 
ahy possible doubt that Her Majesty 
liias recently corrected proofs of her new 
book on ber reign. 

tie to ber general health, evidence of 
it being perfectly satisfactory for a 
woman of ber age is furnished in the 
fact that it was at first arrantied that on 
returning to the palace on Jubilee day, 
June 22nd, tiro order of procession would 
be reversed, in order to enable the 
Queen to return at the earliest possible 
moment, but Pier Majesty has decided 
to keep in the saino place along the 
vi^ole route, tlms involving another 
h'rilf-hour of fatigue in the streeta. " ' " 

JvOSDON, JunelG — Although the Queen 
will be protected during the Jubilee by 
the Royal Bodyguard, made up of titled 
gentlemen, she will he really guardeil by 
men from Scotland Yard. Tlie ofiicials 
there were startled by the news of the 
attempt upon President Faure's life. It 
enerally believed here that the I'aris 
affair rjay have great eflect on the ar- 
rangements for Jubilee day. It is cer- 
tain to bring about a general scouring of 
the city for anarchists and other danger- 
ous characters. 

Dr. Mark Ryan, leader of the English 
Political Prisoners' Amnesty Associ- 
ation and one of the heads of the ex- 
treme Irisli party, said: "I do not think 
the Paris all'air will make the slightest 
dilfureiice to the .lubilee. The Queen 
will go tbrouKb the trying ordeal all 
right. She will be well guarded. Not a 
single spot will bo left uncovered, nor a 
sincle suspicious person left un watched," 
Tlie personal guardian of the Queen's 
safely on .Jubilee day will be Inapector 
(iuinn of Scotland Yard. She is very 
fond of him and has the highest confi- 
dence in hia judgment and reliability. 

THE NATIONS CONTENT. 

Japan Not in a Position to Object and Great 
Britain tlie Only Other Interested 
Country. 

Pabis, June 16.— The Journal dea De- 
bats, commenting to-day on the Ha- 
waiian annexation treaty, says : Only 
Great Britain and Japan liave enough 
interest in Hawaii to oppose its annex- 
ation, especially Great Britain. In these 
times of imperial unity there will prob- 
ably be lively regret at fleeiuj^ the Am- 
erican republic iuetalled in an important 
position in the Pacific between Canada 
and Australia. Japan is not in a posi- 
tion to ojipose American ambitions. 

P.\i!i.-^, ,lune Hi. — The IMatin ))ublialies 
an interview with Count Ito, of Japan, 
who IS now in this city on liis way to at- 
tend tjueen Victoria's Jubilee, in which 
ho says .lapan never had any idea of en- 
tering into conflict with the United 
States as an outcome of the troubles be- 
tween Japan and Hawaii, which, he 
added, have been greatly exaggerated. 

INDIA QUAKING YET. 

Fissures Spurting Mud and Sand 'While 
Many Villages Have Subsided. 

C-M.curTA, .Tune 10. — Terrible reports 
of the recent eartluiuake are coming in 
from Assam. At Coalpara the wave de- 
stroyed the ba/,aar and all the other 
buildings, and the neighboring country 
la covered with fiaaures, which are spurt- 
ing mud and sand. There is a heavy 
loss of life at Coalpara and Dbubri. Sev- 
eral of the shaken districts have not 
been heard from, but are isolated, the 
roads liaving been broken up by fissures. 
Bridges have been destroycil ami tele- 
graph lines have been broken through- 
out Assam. 

Si.Mi..\, June J(i. — The reports that all 
of the buildioL'B at Sliilloni.; have l)cen 
destroyed are contirmed. Mr. McCalKi, 
the British resident deputy comniisdion- 
er, was killed by a falling house, and the 
EDgUeb ladies and children are Buffering j 



intensely Irom e.xposure. Tlie to^na o 
Sylhet and Olierrapuuji are leveled to 
the ground, and whole villages subsided. 

The loBsea are so great that it is feared 
a severe scarcity is inevitable in several 
populous districts. 

FIGHTING IN EUlillOSA. 

Rebels There Giving the Japanese No End 

of Trouble. 

Sa.n I'ii.\N'cisc'o, June KJ. — Advices 
from the Grient by the Rio de Janeiro 
state that in a recent engagement be- 
tween the Japanese troops and rebels 
against the neW'rulers in Northern For- 
mosa, the former, besides securing large 
quantities of Mauser rifles, succeeded in 
capturing the famous rebel chief_. Sen 
Sin Tan Shin, who during the Chinese 
occupation was one of the highest mili- 
tary olEcers in the Chinese army. 

The German ollicers wlio have been 
engaged in drilling the Chinese troops at 
Woo Sunir, China, have had to extend 
their tuition to the point of teaching 
theirchargea thedireful eU'ects of mutiny. 
Recently it was decided to dischartje 
about one-half of the native drilled 
troops, who were in four camps of 500 
each, replacing them by a corresponding 
number of foreign drilled men from the 
forts. The discharged soldiers were 
given three months' extra pay, but they 
clamored for seven months, and on May 
7 broke into open mutiny, looting the 
ofTicers' quarters, pulling down the 
houses, and threatening to shoot the 
general in command. 

Four of the ringleaders were tried by 
drumhead court-martial and summarily 
decapitated. 

According to late advices from Swatow 
the rebellion in Jvaochou and I^eicbou 
prefectures, Kuang Tung, appears to be 
quite serious. Brigadier General Cheng, 
with 5,000 extra troops, has been sent to 
operate against the rebels.

SPANISH TKOOPS BDTCHBBED. 

Ambushed by an Insurgent Ruse and Killed 
by Negroes With Machetes, 

Hav.^xa, via Key West, June li!.— A 
large force under Gen. Quintin Bandera 
succeeded in destroying a body of Span 
isii near Sabana. Gen. Bandera placed 
his men in ambush and then instructed 
live scouts to approach a fort where the 
Spanish were barricaded. The Spaniards 
sallied from the fort > in purauit of the 
scouts, who fell back, leading their pur 
suera into the heart of the Bandera 
ambush. 

A hot fight ensued, first with 
musketry, but finally hand to hand. All 
of Gen. jJandera's men were negroes 
armed with machetes. Ten of the in- 
suri;entB were killed and the entire pur 
suing party of the Spaniards. 

At Alguisa, a town of 3,000, 17S per 
sons died last month from hunger and 
destitution. From Jaruco come reports 
of the succeaafubland{n]g''ibf^an"ekpe- 
dition. , 1 

Nkw Youk, June 16.r— On board the 
Ward line steamer Seguranca, which ar- 
rived to-day from Havana, was F. R. 
Winn, of Sherman, Tex., who is 
bearer of important dispatches to the 
Cuban junta in this city. He is quite 
sanguine of the ultimate euccees of the 
insurgent cause, and says the Spaniards 
are disheartened and weary. 



AVEATHER EXTKEilES. 

Chicago Scorched, Snow in Idaho and Terriflc 
Wind in Colorado. 

Ciiic.\GO, June 10. — The temperature 
has moderated somewliat and the lowest 
point touched by the mercury was 05 at 
this morning, running up to 92 shortly 
after noon. There were several pros- 
trations, two resulting fatally — Dr. 
xllonzo G. Tagert, a prominent physician, 
and James Connors, dying irom sun- 
stroke. In the afternoon a thunder- 
storm passed over the city, during which 
lightning, struck in many placea. Fred. 
NeusbacK was killed. The* atorm, or, 
rather a succession of storms, lasted un- 
til long after midnight.

DIexico Shaken. 

M i;\u<j Cii'v, June JO. — Last night 
earthciuake shocks were felt in this city 
and ill all Southern Mexico, from Aca- 
])ulco to Vera Cruz. They were especi- 
ally violent in the town of San Marcos, 
state of Puebla. The movement was 
thirty-five seconds, followed later by an- 
other shock, lasting ten seconds. Aca- 
pulco reports a shock both vertical and 
horizontal, preceded by loud noises un- 
derground. The town of Frehiniilic, 
near the city of Gaxaca, was inundated 
suddenly, several persons being drown- 
ed. Rains are very heavy in that region.

Wahiii.sotox, June IC. — The Ilawaiiau 
treaty was signed to-day by Secretary 
Sherman for the United States and 
Rfesars. Hatch, Thurston and Kii^ncy 
for HawaiL The senate went into ex- 
ecutive session upon it, and the message 
of President MoKinley, accompanying 
the treaty, and the treaty itself, were 
read. There was some discussion as to 
when the treaty miglit ba considered, 
and Senator White asked if it was the 
intention to push it at this session, and 
upon the reply being made that it was 
possible, the California senator said: 
" I desire to announce that lam prepared 
to stay here all summer to prevent the 
ratiflcatiou, which I consider a very bad 
proposition." 

The message ot tlie President was not 
a very long document. It dealt with 
historical facta concerning the islands 
and showed that the United Stat.es and 
Hawaii yearly grow more closely boned 
to each other. The annexation of the 
islands, be said, and making them apart 
of the United States 'would be in accord- 
ance with the established policy of this 
country." 

The President called attention to the 
fact that a legitimate and existing gov- 
ernment of Hawaii oflered to annex thu 
islands to the United States in 1851, but; 
on account of what was deemed bestpol- 
icy the annexatiou was not accepted by 
this country. The United States vir- 
tually exercised a protectorate over the 
islands since the first American mission 
and guaranteed the autonomy of the 
government of the group. The present 
treaty was in the light of a consumma- 
tion of what had practically been in 
existence for years. Referring to the 
treaty negotiated under the Harrison ad- 
ministration. President McKiiiliey said ~ 
that the failure to accept the proffer of 
annexation in 1893, while not a subject 
of congratulation, was not wholly with- 
out its value, as it had demoiistrated 
that the existinB government could 
maintain itself and no question could 
be raised of the authority of the present 
covernment to negotiate the present 
treaty or its rights to yield the Bove- 
reiirntyof the islands. 

The treaty proved to be a simple docu- 
ment of six articles, based in its essential 
details upon the treaty negotiated by 
Hon. John W, Foster during the ad- 
ministration of President Harrison. Tlio 
island B are ceded practicallv without: 
conditions, leaving the United States to 
pursue its own couree with reference to 
their management. The first article 
reads as follows ; 

"The government of the Hawaiian 
islauda hereby cedes, from the date of 
the exchange of the ratifications of this 
treaty, absolute and without reserve, to 
the United States forever, all kinds of 
sovereignty of wliatsoever kind in and 
over the Hawaiian islands and their de- 
pendencies, renouncing in favor of the 
United States every sovereign right of 
which, ae an indejjendent nation, it is 
now possessed and henceforth said 
Hawaiian islands shall become and be 
an integral part, of the territory of the 
United States." 

The Hawaiian government cedes to 
the United States the absolute owner- 
ship of all the public lands, public 
buildings, ports, harbors, fortifications, 
military and naval e(]uipment8, and all 
other government i)roperty. It is spe- 
cifically provided, however, that the 
existing land laws of the United States 
shall not apply to the public lands of 
Hawaii, but that special laws shall be 
made from time to time for their dispo- 
sition, the proceeds of any sales of these 
' tnds to be applied to educational pur- 
jioaes in tlie islands. 
The islands are, for tlie present, to 
onatitiite a territory of tlie United 
Slatea, their local laws rciuaining in 
force until new ones are enacted. A 
local legislature is i)rovided for, but the 
veto power is vested entirely in the 
President of the United States, 

i commission ol live persons, consist- 
ing of three Americans and two Ha- 
waiiaus, to be nominated by the Presi- 
dent and conQrtned by the Senate, is 
rovided for the purpose of formulating 
the mode of government for the islands. 

The treaties of the United States with 
other countries are substituted for the 
reaties of Hawaii with the same coun- 
tries in controlling international rela- 
tions of the isliuids. 

Further immigration ot Chinese labor- 
ers to the islands is j). .diibited, and the 
aws restricting Chineso immigration to 
he United Staten iire made to apply to 
the prevention of Ohiiieseremovbigirom 
Hawaii to this country. 

This country agrees to aesume the 
debt of the island republic to the extent' 
of $'l:,GOO,Ol}0.

Washinc.ton, June 17. — Tlie report of 
Secnnarv Sherman, wliicli acciimpanit's 
the Fcesiilent'a iKcssageCTi tlie Hawaiian 
treatj', containa about 2,000 words and 
covers the subject aa jjursued by the 
atato doijurtrnent in its invesLi;,'atiou of 
the subject. It says that the negotia- 
tions wliich ciilniiiiated in the treaty 
have not been a mere xeaumption of the 
negotiations of ISHii, l)ut haa been eon- 
ducted upon independent lines. Tlien 
an abrupt revolutionary movement had 
brought about the dethronement of the 
date queen and set up a provisional gov- 
'Ornment with only a de facto existence, 
!but now the Republic of Hawaii ap- 
iproaches the United States as an equal. 
An express stipulation is made prohib- 
iting the coining of Chinese laborers 
from Hawaii to any other part of the in- 
'ternational territory. Thus the exiatinR 
Chinese eKclusion act is unaltered. 



THE IfATIONS CONTENT. 

.Japan Not in a Position to Object and Great 
Britain the Only OUier Interested 
GtMintry. 

Paris, June — The Journal des De- 
bate, commenting to-day ou the Ha- 
waiian anoe'xation treaty, says: Only 
•Great Britain and Japan have enough 
interest in ilawaii to oppose its annex- 
ation, especially Great Britain. In these 
times of imperial unity there will prob- 
ably be lively regret at seeing the Am- 
erican republic installed in an important 
position in theiPacific between Canada 
and Australia. Japan is not in a posi- 
tion to oppose American ambitions. 

Pakis, JunelC. — The Matin put)lislies 
an interview with Count Ito, o{ Japan, 
who is now in this city on his way to at- 
tend Queen Victoria's Jubilee, in which 
he says Japan never had any idea of en- 
tering into conflict with the United 
States aa an outcome of tlio troubles be- 
tween Japan and Hawaii, which, he 
added, have been greatly exaggerated, 

The Pall Mall Cinzette eaya: President 
McKinley may call anuexalion merely a 
'continuance of existing relations, hut it 
is undoubtedly a departure in the colo- 
nial sense, it does not mean that Cuba 
will follower anything of that kind, but 
it means a strong naval policy. The 
■United States wilhcertainly be a great 
sea power in theiuture. Her commerce 
and seaboard necessitates it, and Hawaii 
will be of the greatest value, if it means 
naval expenditure noWt-andit 'may Well 
repay it with compound interest in the 
ifuture. 

Paius, June 17. — TheTeinpa, referring 
to ttie annexation of Hawaii by the 
United States, says: We regard the an- 
■nexation of Hawaii leea as a result of a 
carefully considered i)lan than as. an at- 
tempt to relegate to obscurity the dan- 
.gerous, thorny aflairs of Cuba, Mclvin- 
ley evidently thinks that in throwing 
to the Chauvinists this bone to pick, he 
will procure a momentary respite. This 
calculation, too, is probably erroneous, 
because nothing will ao contribute to 
'strengthen the aggressive pan-Anieri 
canism and whet the appetite for Cuba 
as this first taste at the expense of little 
Hawaii.

Yesterday Mr. Heiuze's 
rejireaentativea, Charles Hymau, ex- 
Jl. P., and A. S. Holt, of Montreal, hud 
a conference with Dr. Milne, when a 
provisional agreement was reached, but 
when this was submitted to Mr. Gem- 
mill, solicitor for the Vancouver, Vic- 
toria and F^ftsterii, to-day, he reported 
iigainat it. Dr. Milne, on behalf of the 
Coast line syndicate, tlieroniiou notiljed 
Mosera. Holt and JJyuuui tliat the ar- 
rangement could not bo carried out. 
The Vancouver syndicate telegraphed 
sustaining Dr. Milne's view. 

The agreement was to permit both 
charters to be put through the commit- 
tee and to allow the government to de- 
cido as to which .road was to get the sub- 
Then there was to be an amalga 



sidv. 



maiion, and presumably a pooling of in- 
terests, with a " divvy all round from 
the subsidy which the -government was 
to -give. 

Wnen the railway committee met this 
morning, Mr. Hoinsie and Mr. VVarlield, 
his first lieutenant, were present. It 
did not suit tlie purposes of the Coast 
lino then to proceed. They accordingly 
wi thdrow,leaving the HoinjiB people in the 
lurch. It was impossible to scare up a 
<|uoruin and the comniitteo therefore 
stood adjourned sine die. The whole 
matter consequently goes over until 
next year. 

The Ottawa Citizen condemns this 
traflickiug in railway charters as ap- 
proaching the verge of scandal, and says 
it may be necessary for parliament to 
put a stop to it in a summary manner. 

Ottawa, June 17. — A meeting of the 
railway committee was called for this af- 
ternoon at the request of the promoters 
of the Victoria, Vancouver & Eastern 
railway, an nrrangenient having been 
arrived at between ttieiiiselvea and the 
promoters of the Columbia I'c Western, 
to permit both hills to be put; through 
by the committee, and to allow the gov- 
ernment to decide as to which road was 
to get the subsidy. The Jigreeuient, in 
fact, went further than this, and pro- 
vided that for certain considerations, 
not necessary to mention, the promoters 
of the Vancouver Faatern were to 
throw the whole all'air into the hands of 
the Colanibia a*c Western men. Tins 
agreement, it is understood, was signed 
by Dr. Milne, of Victoria, to-day. The 
Doctor sent a letter to one oi the promot- 
ers of the Columbia & Western stating 
■that he would not stand by the letter he 
signed last evening in the oflice of a cer- 
tain leading lawyer on Sparks atrfeet. In 
consequence of this the promoters of the 
Vancouver, Victoria Fhistern and their 
parliamentary friends stayed away from 
the meeting of the committee, although 
the Columbia & Western men were pre- 
sent. Wlien ttie result of last nigiit's 
deal was (juietly circulated around this 
morning the Eastern men slipped out of 
the conimillee and left it without a 
quorum. If the meeting had taken place 
some startling revelations would have 
been the result. British Columbia peo- 
ple will have themselves to blami; for 
this squabble, which Jms thrown back 
for years the chance of building a rai 1- 
vvay from Kootenay region to the Pacilic 
coast.

A GREAT DISAPPOINTMENT. 

The news received yesterday afternoon 
from Ottawa as to the result of the 
Columbia & Western's application for a 
ciiarter, and the bitter controversy be 
tween its promoters and those of the 
Vancouver, Victoria & Eastern, created 
"^a profound feeling of disappointment. 
People did not stop to ask wiio was to 
blame. The fact tbat there was to be no 
railway construction between the Colum- 
bia and Penticton this year, and the 
meagre details which suggested that the 
project had received a blow from which it 
might not recover in some time, simply 
stunned the public. Many harsh criti- 
cisms were made, and some names came 
in forvery severe handling. If theCoi.o.s- 
isr this morning voiced the eentiment 
of the street, as expressed last night, it 
would say eoine tilings that perhaps it 
is better to leave unsaid for the present. 
Comment can wait until details have 
been received; but the case is clearly 
ono calling for very plain treatment. 
We do not wish, however, to lay any 
lilame where it does not belong, or to 
shield anyone who ought to be held up 
for public condemnation, and therefore 
shall wait until fall particulars are forth- 
coming. Then we hope to be in a posi- 
tion to treat, as they ought to be treated, 
those who are responsible for this great 
disappointment. 



who holds the next assizes will have the 
matter brought under hia notice; if he 
thinks it a proper Hubjcet for investiga- 
tion he will submit it totheGrand Jury ; 
that body will llnd an indictment it it 
thinks proper, and the Attorney-General 
or some one representing hitq. must pro- 
secute the indictmeilti no matter what 
his own views may be in the matter. 

The Miner uiust not confound the con- 
ditions in this Province with those exist- 
ing in the State of Washington, where 
the prosecuting attorney says who shall 
and who shall not be proceeded against. 
Anyresident of British Columbia, tem- 
porary or otherwise, who believes that a 
person has committed an indictable 
ofTence can set the machinery of the law 
in motion. .' 



THE LAW OF PROSECUTION. 

The Rossland Miner complains of the 
\iay in which the affairs of a certain 
mining company have been managed, 
charges that there has been gross rascal- 
ity and calls upon the Attorney-General 
to have the promoters prosecuted. If 
the Attorney-General does not do this 
we suppose the next thing will be to 
charge him with gross neglect of duty. 
The Miner concludes its article by say- 
ing that if it has not told the Attorney- 
General enough to warrant him in 
taking action it will fariiish wluit far- 
ther information may be necessary. 

The Miner ia so very earnest in this 
matter that it must think it has a good 
case, and it presumably has, or it would 
hardly venture to make the sweeping as- 
sertions in which it has indulged. But 
in giving it credit for perfect good faith 
in the premises, one must qualify his 
appreciation of its knowledge of the At- 
torney-General'a duties. If the. pro- 
moter of a mining company makes false 
representations with intent to defraud, 
be commits an indictable ofTence; but 
the Attorney-General cannot be expect- 
ed to take official cognizance of state- 
ments made in a newspaper. The case 
as stated in the Minor ia not clear of 
doubt as to the facts. Possibly it is one 
■where criminal proceedings would he 
-ffarranted; possibly it ia a matter to 
1)6 dealt with on the civil side 
of the Court; possibly it is simply an 
ordinary speculative transaction, where 
the injured party has no remedy at law. 
We express no opinion on the matter, 
for we are without facts on which to base 
an opinion. The point that wo' want to 
bring out is that an unfortunate donclu- 
aion of a mining or any other specula- 
tion may come under either ono of the 
above three heads, and it ia for the per- 
sons aggrieved to decide, as beat they 
can, what course they ahull take. If 
they are advised that the beat course ia 
to prosecute criminally, they do not have 
to ask permiasion of the j Attorney-Gen- 
eral. The coarts' ' are- open to 
them. They can lay information 
before a magistrate; they can have 
the evidence taken; the magistrate 
■will bind the accused over for trial if a 
prima facie case is made out; the judge [ Dominion 



SOME COMPARISONS 

OF DISTANCE. 

TheOregonian characterizes as "in- 
teresting, if true,'' the statement of the 

CoLONtsT that, if a railway ia built to 
Fort Churchill on Hudson's Bay, it will 
afford much the ahorteat route front 
Portland to Great Britain. It is true 
enough, as can be easily demonstrated. 
Thus; 

Miles, 

From Fort Churchill to Edmonton. .1,000 

Kdmonton to Shelby Junction 405 

Shelby Junction to Portland 8(51. 

Fort Churchill to Portland 2,-Gl> 

The distance from Portland to Chicago 
via the Great Northern railway is 2,l>;)5 
miles, that is to say the traveler from 
Portland to Great Britain would be far 
out of sight of land- on the bosom 
of Hudson's Bay before a traveler 
from the same city would reach 
Chicago. But at Chicago our traveller 
would yet be 912 miles from New York 
and hia ocean steamer, bo that when the 
traveller via Churchill had covered the 
same distance aa the man via Chicago 
and New York would have to go to get 
to his ship, lie would be 981 miles on his 
ocean journey ; that is to say he would 
be out at the mouth of Hudson's Strait 
in latitude 00 degrees, and longitude (iO 
degreei west. New York is in longitude 
7-t degrees west, and the latitude ot 
Sandy Hook, the point of departure for 
European steamers, ia 40 degrees 30 min 
utes north. Liverpool is approximately 
in 53 degrees 30 minutes north latitude 
and 2 degrees 45 minutes west 
longitude. Therefore the saving 
distance between Portland and 
Liverpool via Fort Churchill and Hud 
son's Strait aa against Portland to Liv 
erpool via Chicago and New York would 
be, approximately, the difference 
the mileage from a point in latitute CO 
degrees N,, and longitude CO degrees 
\V. to one in 53 degrees 30 minutes N 
and 2 degrees 45 minutes AV., and that 
from a point in 40 degrees 30 minutes N. 
and .longitude 74 . degrees W. to ono in 
63 idegrees 60 minntea N., and 2 degrees 
45 minutes W. There would be fewer 
degrees of longitude to 'cross 09 the Hud 
son's Bay route froiiii'^the mouth of the 
Strait than from Sandy 'Sdok,' the differ 
ence being 14 degrees, and the degrees 
of longitude are shorter on the 
northern than on the southern route 
On the northern route there would be 
only ej^ degrees southing to make to 
reach Liverpool against 13 degrees 
northing on the aouthern route. The 
Oregonian, if so disposed, can figure 
this out in mileage for itself. When it 
has done so it will discover that for any 
point on the North American continent 
North and West of Oinaba, the distance 
to Great Britain is shorter via Hudson's 
Bay than by any other possible route.

prizes oH'ered ; they will, however, show 
their good will and good taste by taking 
hand the decoration of the front of 
the city hall, as well as the adornment 
of the Yates street station. ThePruit 
Growers' Association, recently installed 
in the public market building, will, on 
the other hand, be right in the race for 
both honors and reward, and if any 
biiBineas establishment captures either 
from tbem it will be because for origin- 
ality and extent their decorations will 
far eclipse all former efforts in the same 
direction. 

Speaking generally tbe preparations 
for tbe fast approaching carnival are 
iidvancing with all the rapidity con- 
siatent with thorough preparations, The 
band competition, decided upon only at 
the last moment in a manner, promises 
to biing about a keen struggle between 
the famous First Itegiment band of 
Seattle, under the leadership of Pro- 
fessor Wagner and an organization of 
forty or more pieces, and our own Fifth 
Regiment baud, under Bandmaster J.

TIE lEAEi IN PORT 



A Little Disllgured bittt Still Very 
Far From a Hopeless 
» Wreck. ' 



Will Be Repaired at Ouce aud Put 
in Service on. the Coast 
Bonte. 



Snugly laahed to the useful steamer 
Tees, her consort on the voyage frona 
the scene of her late mishap, the much- 
talked-about Willapa , is comfortably 
berthed in Victoria's inner harbor, a 
little the worse for wear and tear but 
still very far from the total and hopeless 
wreck she has been pictured as. Her 
relenso from Regatta rock, which she 
liad been decorating for weeks past, is 
another feather iu the cap of Commo- 
dore John Irving, and the good buainees 
deal be baa made for bis company in the 
purchase of the abandoned uraft will 
furniab conversation for the waterfront 
gosaips for many days to come. It was 
in March last that tbe Willapa struck, 
being at the time on her way to Alaska, 
crowded with passengers and freight for 
tlie goldlieklH from Puget Sound. 
Smoke was issuing from her smokestack 
when she arrived in port yesterday; she 
lay on an even keel, and, save for the 
disfigurement of her house work and 
ui)per works, a casual visitor to the 
waterfront would scarcely have known 
that the vessel had been ashore. The 
two ships arrived al)out 9 o'clock, and a 
(;rowd quickly gathered on the wharves 
to see the famous craft and extend a 
hand of congratulation to Captain John 
Irvhig. The work of floating had been 
effected within forty-eight hours after 
the Tees reached the scene of 
tbe wreck from Victoria, and at 
high water on Saturday night the 
Willapa was released and beached. 
The modus operandi adopted was very 
Himple, and quite the reverse to what 
Captain Irving had originally calculated 
upon. lie had had the Tees filled with 
nil kinds of apparatus— chains, pumps, 
anchors, barrels, timbers, jacks and 
otiier paraphonalia too numerous to 
mention — and was prepared for almost 
any emergency. liefore starting tlie 
work he had ttio Tees in readiness to 
pull the ship off her injured side by 
means of a hawser attached to the masts 
of the disabled craft, in order to patch 
lip the broken bottom. But on investi- 
gation he saw at once that this was un- 
necessary and changed bis plan accord- 
inely. 

T&ere is a sixteen or seventeen font 
tide at Regatta rook, and at low water 
the Willapa was almost clear, resting 
firmly on her starboard side. The tug 

Mamie had been alongside taking coal 
out of the hull, and after making a care- 
ful survey of the stranded steamer's 
position Capt. Irving determined to 
patch her up, put timbers under her 
when the water was at its most favorable 
stage for the work, pump her out, aud 
when everything was in readiness 
have the tug Mamie standing a 
abort distance oil' with a line attached to 
tow her away. Anchors and lines were 
out all round the ship to keep her from 
swinging and further damaging herself, 
and at the critical moment there was 
not a bitch ia tbe work, everything and 
everyone acting together like clock work 
and tbe vessel herself floating with little 
')r no difficulty. 

Before the pumps were set in opera- 
tion cement was poured into the bull 
and planking laid over it again, while 
on the outside the wise and very effectual 
precautionary measure was taken of 
Hcatteiing straw about the ship. This 
sucked into theeoams andholesof thehuU 
when tlie pumps were in motion and 
prevented the water from rushing in. 
There had been no strain on the ma- 
chinery at any time, and when once 
freed of all water the steamer's own 
pumps were able to do tbe work. In 
fact, some of the engineers employed 
about the wreck stated that had they 
three days to work on the Willapa while 
Bbe was on the beach she would have 
steamed down to port unassisted. 

In this statement tbe actual condi- 
tion of the vessel's machinery is clearly 
indicated. It is coated with rust, but 
otherwise ia none the worse for its 
long exposure to sea and weather. 
Aa for the hull, there are five frames and 
six planks stove in on the Btarbnuicl 
l)ilge al)re.ist of the bunkers. The house 
hag heen shamefully lootetl, not a fixture 
or furniiig of any kind remaining and 
n(;t a duor or window frame being left. 

lOven the slatha of the hunka have 
been carried away by the jjillagers, but 
even tins ia not all. What has been 
stolen has been taken regardless of the 
(lestraction of other property ; the doors, 
windows and everything else that 
ofleredAny resistance to ready removal 
being chopped out, evidently with 
axes. It is this principally that gives 
the vessel her forlorn appearance, and 
it ia for this also that Captain John 
Irving is determined on having amends 
made. 

" I will bring the matter before the 
Board of Trade," he said yesterday, 
"and will light it to the bitter end. 
What use ia the steamer Quadra if she 
cannot protect the interests of Canadian 
citizens on this Coaat? It would have 
only coat the Dominion about 40 tons of 
coal to make the trip to tbe scene of the 
"Willapa'a trouble, and this coal would 
not mean an expenditure of over 
$1.50 a ton. On the other band 
the abip lies up idle in port while tbe 
plunderers of the Willapa are allowed to 
carry on their destrnctiul work. These 
are not all Indiana. Some of them are 
white Indians and I know pretty well 
who they are." 

The Gaptain produced correspondence 
which had passed between himself and 
the Dominion governuuHil relative to his 
requests to have the CJ:iH(lia go to the 
Willajia, and showing that the govern- 
ment did not see lit to dispati:h Die ves- 
sel on auch a mission. The government 
explained that the CJuadra had other 
work of her own of pressing importance 
to perforin, whereas Cijit. Irving de- 
clarea that the ateamer waa idle lor one 
entire week during the time of the 
trouble. 

Tbe West Coaat route is the service the 
Willapa is to be put to as aoon aa she ia 
repaired and overbauled, and the Tees, 
it la understood, will go on tbe Northern 
1 un to aaaist tbe Danube, at least during 
thoaalmon aeason. Captaln'Irviog ac- 
counts for the Willapa's accident largely 
through the remarkable " dead rise "

The'N.P. steamer Pathan will proba- 
bly not get away from tbe Sound before 
Saturday or Sunday, as the repairs to 
her machinery may not be complete be- 
fore that time". The shop work ia being 
done at the Northern Pacific car shops. 
Two new air pumps and and a new set 
of valves for the pump buckets are be- 
ing i)ut in. An extra air pump is also 
being made to carry aboard the sliij). 
The outward cargo amounts to3,o00tons 
weight, aud consists principally of flour, 
cotton and lumber. It wili be approx-

When a Chinaman 
presented himself with papers dated 1S7S 
the captain thought himself perfectly 
safe in employing him. At Port Angeles, 
however, Deputy Collector Chirke 
pointed out the captain's mistake, and to 
secure the Chinaman's return_ to the 
British side, an officer was sent with him 
on the round trip.

Francisco yeaterday with 15 cabin and 
4(5 steerage paaaengere lor Victoria ; 72 
cabin and 29 steerage for Seattle; 4 cab- 
in and 18 Steerage for Port Townaeud ;

A aergeant in charge of 14 marines for 
the U. S. man-of-war Oregon orrived on 
the ship and went over the Sound on 
the Rosalie last evening. As freight the 
Puebla brought for Victoria merchants 
consignments amounting to 82 tons.

The Vladimir ia a roomy, comfortable 
yacht, and can either sail or ateani, ac- 
cording to weather. Slio is .'!0 feet over 
all, beam 8 feet, and carries 800 feet of 
sail, aloop rig. The engines are of tbe 
celebrated Doty make and have a driv 
ing power of about eight knota an hour. 
Tbe Vladimir was built by A. Gusfield, 
the builder and designer of the fast yacht 
Wideawake.

" Legal post " shall mean a stake stand- 
ing not less than four feet above tbe p^ound 
and si]unred on four aides for at least one 
foot friiiii the top.

.shiiU incasiirc at least lour inclics across 
the face. 1 t slnill also moan any .stiiiiip or 
tree ciil oil' and s<|iiarcd or faced lo llio 
above height and size. 

" Close season " shall mean llici)eriod of 
the year during which jilacer mining is gen- 
erally siisneiiiU'd.

|jy the Cltild Coinniissioner in whossdistrict 
the claim issitiiutcd. 

" Locality " shall mean the territory 
along a river (tributary of the Yukon river) 
and ItH aillnsnts.

CROW'S NEST liAHD GfEANTS. 

RcKulatlons to Govern Sale of These 
Properties, "Whether for Farming or 
Coal Mining. 

The following is the text of the ngree- 
ment on tbe above eabject between tbe 
Canadian government and the O.P.R. 
companv in consideratioB of the Crow's 
Nest railway subsidy : 

H, That i£ the coBapany or any 
other company with whom it shall have 
any nrrangemeiit or subject, shall by 
constructing aaid luilway or any part of 
it; as stipulated for in said agreement 
become entitled and shall get any land 
as a Biibaidy from the government of 
Britieii Columbia, then eiicb lands, ex- 
cepting therefrom those which in the 
opinion of the director of the Geological 
Survey of Canada (expressed in writing), 
are coal-bearing land, eliall bo dispoeea 
of by the company or by sucl) other 
company to the public according 
to regalatione and at prices not exceed- 
ing those prescribed from time to time 
by the Governor-in-Council, hf^ving- re- 
gard to the then existing provincial 
regulations applicable thereto, the ex- 
pression ' X lands' including all mineral 
and tiniber tliereon, wliich ehall be dis- 
poecd of as aforesaid either with or 
witliontland as the Governor-in-Coun- 
eil may direct. 

"J. That if the company or any other 
coiujiany Willi whom it shall have any 
arraiigeiiicnt on tlie subject, shall by 
conslriicting tbe eaid railway or any 
part of it, asBtipulaled for in said agree- 
ment, liecoine entilled to and sliall get 
any lands as a Bubsidy from tbe govern- 
ment of lUitieh Colnnibia, whicli in the 
opinion of the geological suivoyofCan- 
mlrt (expressed in writing), are coal bear- 
ing lands, then tho company will cause 
Lo be conveyed to the crown in tho inter-
